CONSIDERED PDRY POLICY. 

3. MEETING BETWEEN REPRESENTATIVE PAUL FINDLEY OF 
ILLINOIS AND PDRY UN PERMANENT REP ABDULLAH AL-ASHTAL 
IN NEW YORK MARCH 27 TO DISCUSS POSSIBLE FINDLEY TRIP 

TO ADEN WENT VERY WELL. AL-ASHTAL URGED FINDLEY TO VISIT 
ADEN AND TO MEET WITH FOREIGN MINISTER MUTT IN NEW
